In  conformity  with  the  school  law,  the  Supervisor  of  Schools  of 
Whitefield  submits  the  following  report  for  the  school  year  of  1895: 
LEWIS  DISTRICT. 

Summer  term— Taught  by  Miss  Ida  M.  Lamson.  We  believe  that 
Miss  Lamson  labored  hard  for  the  advancement  of  her  pupils,  and  a 
good  amount  of  work  was  done  in  all  branches  taught.  Whole  number 
attending,  14;  average,  12. 

Fall  and  Winter  terms— Taught  by  Miss  Minnie  A.  Choate.  Miss  C. 
met  the  requirements  of  this  school.  Being  a  good  disciplinarian  and 
thorough  instructress,  good  work  was  accomplished  in  all  branches. 
Whole  number  attending  fall  term,  17;  average,  13.  Whole  number 
attending  winter  term,  13;  average,  10. 

NORTHEY  DISTRICT. 

Summer  term  Miss  Nina  I.  Simmons,  teacher.  Miss  S.  is  a  teacher 
of  experience,  and  knows  the  requirements  of  a  schoolroom.  Whole 
number  attending.  14;  average,  10. 

Fall  term — Taught  by  Miss  Alice  M.  Brann.  Much  interest  was 
evinced  by  this  school  under  the  management  of  the  teacher,  and  the 
advancement  made  was  rapid  and  thorough.  Whole  number  attending, 
15 ;  average,  14  9-40. 

Winter  term— Miss  Ellie  F.  Campbell,  teacher.  Good  order  was 
maintained,  good  advancement  made,  and  general  satisfaction  given.

Summer  term— Taught  by  Ellie  F.  Campbell,  who  labored  faith- 
fully in  the  discharge  of  her  duties,  and  the  closing  examination  showed 
that  a  fair  amount  of  work  had  been  accomplished.  Whole  number  at- 
tending, 13 ;  average,  11. 

Fall  term— Nina  I.  Simmons,  teacher.  Under  Miss  Simmons'  instruc- 
tion this  school  made  commendable  progress.  Good  order  prevailed 
throughout  the  term.    Whole  number  attending,  17;  average,  11. 

Winter  term— This  term  was  under  the  management  of  Miss  Inez  S. 
Kennedy.    Her  methods  of  instruction  and  discipline  were  good.  The 
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advancement  of  her  scholars  was  very  marked,  and  her  labors  a  success.

Whole  number  attending  summer  term,  18 ;  average,  16 ;  whole 
number  attending  fall  term,  21 ;  average,  19.

At  each  visit  we  found 
the  school  quite  orderly  and  attentive.    The  review  showed  that  the 
work  done  was  thorough.    Whole  number  attending,  9 ;  average,  7. 
KEYES  CORNER  DISTRICT. 

Summer  Term— Taught  by  Miss  Agnes  S.  Campbell,  who  is  one  of 
our  best  teachers.  Miss  Campbell  worked  for  the  welfare  of  her  pupils 
and  the  closing  examination  showed  that  her  labors  were  not  in  vain . 
We  report  a  most  successful  term.  Whole  number  attending,  23; 
average,  20 

Fall  Term—  Yliss  Ellie  F.  Campbell,  teacher.  This  school  would 
have  been  a  success  had  the  same  order  been  maintained  which  we 
found  at  our  first  visit.  At  our  second  visit  we  found  the  discipline 
not  what  it  should  have  been.  Whole  number  attending,  21 ;  average,  18. 

Winter  Term — This  school  was  commenced  by  Miss  Ida  M.  Lamson, 
who  after  teaching  one  week,  resigned  the  position.  Leslie  Lewis 
was  then  employed.  Mr.  Lewis  maintained  good  discipline,  and 
thorough  work  was  done  in  all  branches  taught.  Whole  number  at- 
tending, 21 ;  average,  15. 

FREE  HIGH  SCHOOLS . 
High  School  at  Cooper's  Mills.   L.  H.  Ford,  Principal ;  Miss  Minnie 
A.  Choate,  Assistant.   After  assistng  five  weeks  Miss  Choate  resigned 
in  order  to  teach  a  summer  term  of  school.   Miss  Mamie  E.  Avery  was 
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then  employed  as  assistant.    Whole  number  attending,  56;  average.  36. 

High  School  at  King's  Mills— Taught  by  L.  H.  Ford.  Whole  number 
registered.  30;  average,  24. 

High  School  at  Turner's  Corner— H.  P.  Ford,  Principal;  Miss  Alice 
M.  Branx,  Assistant  .  This  shcool  is  progressing  finely  at  the  present 
time.    Whole  number  attending,  40. 

Under  the  managemeut  of  the  teache  s.  which  have  been  employed  in 
our  High  Schools,  th-  schools  could  not  be  otherwise  than  successful. 

Our  schools  in  general  for  the  past  year  have  been  both  plea«ant  and 
profitable. 

All  of  the  teachers,  excepting  two,  which  have  been  employed  are 
those  of  our  own  town.  Our  teachers  need  the  co- operation  of  the 
parents  in  their  school  work. 

We  believe  that  during  the  past  year  generally,  the  parents,  teachers 
and  scholars  have  worked  together  for  the  cause  of  education.  During 
the  past  year  two  school  houses  have  been  built,  and  one  thoroughly 
repaired. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  Choate  District  showed  their  enthusiasm  by 
purchasing  a  flag,  and  placing  it  on  their  new  school  house.  We  have 
exchanged  some  of  our  old  school  books  for  new  ones,  which  makes  the 
cost  of  books  more  than  it  otherwise  would  have  been.  We  have  bought 
only  those  school  books  which  have  been  actually  necessary.  We  have 
had  twentv-four  weeks  of  school  in  all  districts  except  where  the  High 
Schools  have  been  hel  1,  which  have  had  thirt}"  weeks  of  school.

11th.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  grant  and  raise  for 
the  support  of  Common  Schools  and  the  Poor,  and  for  the  repairs  of 
roads  and  bridges,  and  to  defray  all  other  town  charges  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

12th.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  grant  ar.d  raise  for 
the  payment  or  part  payment  of  the  town  debt. 

13th.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  grant  and  raise  for 
free  High  Schools  and  where  it  will  locate  the  same.
